EARTHQUAKE AND FIRE. 



(The following story of the terri- 
ble catastrophe was written for the 
Gazetti by Louis Stellman, Man 
ager of the Newspaper Enterprise 
Association and h magazine writer

At 5:18 o'clock Wednesday 

morning the promise of a glorious 
day smiled on a great metropolis. 
At 5:15 the streets were full of daz- 
ed and half-dressed people. The 
BtreetH were full of debris.

N lioiiicd incoherent quaBtious to 
*nch other, fleeing, with their 
women, toward the hills.

less, hungry tide, they turned upon 

the restaurants, the groceries ami 

bakeries. In twenty minutes every 
loaf of bread in San Prancisco hud 

been carried oil'. Great quantities 

of canned meal came forth from 

corner groceries, A cracker famine 

followed, and then fear of darkness 
for Ihe nlghl thai would ensue 

brought forth a quest for candles 

that, soon brought their price from 

i wo for live io thirty cents apiece. 

Saving foraged thus, men ate 

and recollected that their property 

was endangered in ihe downtown 

district. Many prophesied other 

earthquake shocks to come with 
sundown ami a pilgrimage for Gold- 
en Gate Park ensued Alone; every 
westbound street a long procession 
moved, dragging trunks by cords, 
piishin; powerless automobiles, 

horseless wagons, family carriages, 

buggies iiiid aulos played a part, all 

loaded to ihe guards with baggage 
At the Panhandle, most of these 
hailed and discharged their freight 
Tents made out of hedquilts, costly 
tapestries, canes, curtain poles ami 
scattered lumber. Trunks and 
boxes, piled ten feel high. 

lb-re Ihe military were also tire- 
lessly pacing to and fro, erecting 

colonies of shelter louts, BOOttling 

frightened women, giving blankets 
io the unsiippiied And thus dark- 
ness came upon ihe ciiy, Anally. 
Not ihe darkness of thai peace 
which night gives to a sleeping 

populace, but the dull red, angry 
glare of distant (lames. 

And so night e.ime to San 

Francisco on the memorable 18th 
day of April the day before its Bery 

doom. People talked in whispers 
of Ihe morrow's prospect. Here and 

there one snored, contentedly. 

from every where came Ihe wail of 
infants and Ihe croon of mothers' 
lull, iliies. Vehicles rushed to and 
fro and there was lit lie sleep 
Constant rumbles of Ihe dynamite 

explosions rent ihe air. Far below 

I here roared the sea of Maine, creep ■ 

Ing steadily toward Nob Hill 
Thousands thronged ihe hills, 

Slaudlng tense-eyed, silent, awe 
sti nek al Ihe si' lit beyond. Willi 

ihe firs l Hush of morning a shower 

of cinders began and continue! 
steadily until noon. Tin sun rose, 
slowly, like a great red ball seen 
dimly through an opalescent haze 

of purple smoke. People began to 

stir, confusedly, as from a dream, 
and realized that they were hungry 
will) their waking thought. Then 
began a search for water. For- 
tunale'y a water main, burst on the 
night before, burst like a healing 
spring from a nearby sidewalk, and 
from this men til leu buckets, dish- 
pans, coffee pots and vessels of all 
kinds, until, an hour later, Ihe 
Streets and park were dotted with 
multiple small flret which gave 
forth Ihe smell of steaming Coffee, 
fry ing bacon and olhei odors good 
Io hungry nostrils. 

Not until the second nightfall, 

after a general exodus had begun 

toward the beaches, I he ferry and 
other points, did famine come upon 
the crowd, mixed with Ihe lenor of 
a certain knowledge of the city's 
doom. Then pitiable sighls were 
everywhere and the real tragedies 
Many thousands have left 

the city. Countless thousands still 
remain. Water from Berkeley 
staunched their thirst till midnight 
and till then no real suffering was 
known. Theeaily morning hours 
were hellish with agonized ere 
food and wafer, red with bloodshed 
and the lire's angry glow. What 
Io il.iy will bring no man dare guess, 
in only pray, and hope and

Intellectually he had few equals in 
the State.
